RACE STABLES ARE FLOODED 


Many. Houses and Hotel Are Badly 
i Wrecked. 


RESIDENTS ARE IN A STATE OF PANIC 


Rockaway Beach and Manhattan 
Beach Among the Heavy Losers, 
Reports from Other Resorts. 


New York, October 12.—Reports from the 
Iang Island sound received this afternoon 
says the storm as increased in fury and 
‘thet much damage is being done. 

At 2:30 o'clock this morning a monster 
Wave struck Seidl concert hall, at Brigh- 
ton, and tore away two-thirds of the struc- 
ture. There is little hope that the remain- 
der can be saved. 

The Brighton Beach race track stables 
are. flooded and the horses have been re- 
moved. Rough estimates place financial 
loss along Coney island beach at $200,000, 

A large number of temporary structures 
along the water front were destroyed. 
The boulevard was flooded as far as Nep- 
tune avenue. The shelter houses at the 
intersection of the Concourse and Boule- 
vard were washed away. 

The Ocean hotel, west of the Brighton 
Beach hotel, was surrounded by water and 
the portico inundated. The foundation was | 
injured, and for a time it seemed that the 
building would be destroyed. 

Wolbere’s hotel, Van Wari’s fish restau- 
rant, a pavilion in front of Balmer’s bath- 
ing house, Johnson's photograph gallery, 
tne front of Louts Stauch’s bathing pa- 
vilion, Welsh’s bath'ng house, Tiliou's pi- 
cycle track and Coffey’s brighton plaza 
were ¢ll damaged or totally destroyed. 
Rankin’s’ ice slide, which was damaged 
by the storm of a month ago, suffered 
again and is now a complete wreck. The 
seaside Athletic clubhouse was surrounded

The old iron pier that was believed to be 
invincible, and that had been buffeted by 
storms, of over twenty winters, was cut 
in two by the force of the waves. 

Manhattan Beach shared the disuster. 
Much of the ornamentation on the grounds 
in front of the Manhattan Beach hotel was 
Swept away and the magnificent k:wn in 
front of the Oriental hotel was made a dis- 
mal waste. 

At Rockaway Beach at least twenty hotels 
@nd pavilions were carried away. 

Seaside avenue is flooded and residents 
are in a panic. Connecticns with Far Rock- 
away are all cut off, as the ocean and bay 
meet in several places.

The hotel at Hog Island was seen going 
to sea at 10 o’clock this morning. Hog is- 
land is all covered with water and the ocean 
is running to the main shore at Far Rock- 
away. Hotels are three feet under water 
and a number of families have been obliged 
to vacate. 

On the bay side docks, yachts, large and 
small, are being wrecked, and the entire 
coast, from Edgemere to Seaside is under 
water. The railroad track from Seaside 
to Hollands is covered with water. 

Ocean and bay meet at Hollands. If the 
wind continues tonight half the beach will 
be swept away. 

Hammets, Seaside and Arverne are half 
under water. 


NEW JERSEY A SUFFERER AisoO. 


Sea Isle City Gets a Touch of the High 
Tide. 

Sea Isle City, N. J., October 12.—The 
high tide this afternoon will long be re- 
membered, for never have breakers rushed 
inshore with such force as they did for 
three hours from 11 o’clock until after 
2 o'clock. Shortly after nocn the sea tore 
away a section of the board walk and 
demolished fences and verandas of many 
cottages cn the water front. 

Then they undermined the Hotel Bruns- 
wick, -which is lorated on the beach, and 
in a few minutes it collapsed, a broken, 
ragged mass of timbers. In falling the 
building carried with it the house of Mrs. 
German, of Philadelphia, which, too, is @ 
complete wreck. The railroads are badly 
washed, 

The havoc of the sea was the greatest 
up in the vicinity of the Continental hotel. 
Cottages owned by Charles Class, A. Wag- 
ner, M. J. Kelley, Charles Wolters, Becker 
estate, Samuel Well, Gustave Seidel and 
Henry Meyer were all badly damaged by 
the breakers. The cottages of Charles 
Reed, Thomas Whitting and P. P. Brecker, 
the surf house and Seaview hotel were 
badly umdermined and damaged by the 
heavy seas. 

The storm shows no signs of abating 
tonight, and high water is anxiously 
awaited. Reports come that several houses 
have been ruined by the inroads of the sea | 
at Holly Beach. The Philip J. Walsh 
seaside home tor Catholic orphans is alsvu 
damaged. 

No trains reached here today, and are 
not likely to for several days, as all the 
roads are hadly washed out. 


LANDMARKS WASHED. AWAY. 


Great Damage Being Done by Storm 
to Points About Asbury Park. 
'Asbury Park, N. J., October 12.—The 
northeast storm now raging is the worst

BEACH AVE. WASHED INTO SEA. 


Trolley Roadbeds and Houses Carried 
Away by the Storm. 

Cape May, N. J., October 12.—Tonight’s 
high tide and heavy sea washed the rem- 
nant of Beach avenue at South Cape May 
into the sea. The waves broke against the 
houses, cutting out the underpinning and 
Sweeping away fences and trolley tracks. 

St. Peter's chapel, at Cape May Point, 
has lost part of {ts support anu may drop 
on the strand . before morning. 

East Cape May beach was swept by the 
Sea and the trolley roadbed washed out. 
The board walk in front of this city was 
damaged, portions of tt being washed away.

HIGHLAND BEACH IS DAMAGED. 


Great Inlet Forced Through the Beach 
Breaking Government Railroad. 

Atlantic Highlands, N. J., October 12.— 
The greatest damage by the storm here 
was done at Highland beach, where several 
valuable buildings were undermined and a 
great inlet was forced through the beach to 
the Shrewsbury river, breaking through the 
government railroad, which leads to the 
Sandy Hook pacing grounds. The telegraph 
cable at the railroad bridge was badly 
damaged. 

Near Seabright the railroad tracks were 
covered several feet—deep with sand in 
some places, while in others they were torn 
from their bed and destroyed. Telegraph 
and telephone poles were demolished. 


GALE DISASTROUS TO SHIPPING. 


Thirty Yachts Broken from Moorings 
and Damaged at Boston. 
Boston. Ocvober 12.—That the present 
gale will prove disastrous to shipping is 
expected to be shown by the reports of 

the- next few days. 

More or less damage has already been 
sustained. Particularly among the pleas- 
ure crafts in this vicinty it has been 
neavy. Between twenty and thirty yachts 
have broken from their moorings at South 
Boston, and a large number of them are 
damaged so badly that they will not be 
worth repairing. 


TRAIN STALLS IN SEA FOR HOURS 


Water Extinguishes the Fires in West 
Jersey Railroad Engines. 
Atlantic City, N. J., October 12.—Pas- 
sengers on the Newfield local train over 
the West. Jersey railroad, bound for this 
city, had an exciting experience today. 
The train was trying to cross the meadows 
over tracks submerged in three or four feet 
of water by the stornt and was halted 
near the tower, where the fatal railroad 


wiiter. Here the train was stalled in the 
midst of a sea from 10 o’clock in the morn- 
ing until 5 in the afternoon. 

Werner’s “Wonderland” building col- 
lapsed this afternoon and the exhibits and 
building are a total loss. Richards’s bath

A part of the old board walk 
in Chelsea has been washed down, and the 
yachtsmen’s wharf at the inlet, 200 feet in 
length, has been completely destroyed. 


CHATTAHOOCHEE HIT BY STORM.

Steamer from Boston to Savannah En- 
countered a Severe Hurricane. 

Savannah, Ga., October 12.—(Special.)— 
The steamghip Chattahoochee, of the 
Ocean steamship line from Boston, due 
here vesterday afternoon, arrived today at 
1 o’clock, about twenty hours overdue. 

She ‘struck the edge of the storm Satur- 
day night and Captain Savage at once lay 
to. He afterwards put to sea and by Sun- 
day morning, just south of Hatteras, caught 
the full force of the hurricane. The ship 
was in the blow for about twenty-four 
hours and Captain Savage had his hands 
full. The twenty-five passengers had ex- 
periences they never want to repeat. Wa- 
ter seemed to come in at every crack oh 2 
the cabin was flooded. It was more than 
they could do to keep dry, but with the re- 
sultant seasickness there was little thought 
of that. Some of them thodught they would 
never see land again. 

Captain Savage lost his bearings and 
thought Tybee light was Charleston light, 
the consequence being he went some dis- 
tance south of Savannah before he dis- 
covered where he was. 

A valuable. horse on board belonging to 
Dr. J. D. Paige, of this city, was killed by 
the rolling freight on the upper hold deck. 
The owner had just paid $500 for him. Cap- 
tain Savage had all he could do to look 
after the ship and could give no attention 
to the animal. 

The Chattahoochee had about forty feet 
of her rail on the port side carried away 
and two of her storm doors avere broken.

NORFOLK NOT HIT VERY HARD. 


Cape Charles Lightship Set Adrift by. 
the Storm. 

Norfolk, Va., October 12.—The West In- 
dian cyclone that swept up the coast yes- 
terday barely grazed Norfolk, and at no 
time did the velocity of the wind excced 
forty miles an hour here. There was no 
damage in this city from the wind, but the 
high tides that inundated the low lying 
streets about the water front also consid- 
erably danraged the bases of wharf-stored 
cotton. The railway yards were all flooded. 

At Virginia Beach the surf made great 
inroads and several cotton bulkheads were 
washed away. Storm-bound crafts filled 
Hampton roads. . The wires still being 
down at Hatteras, the news of any coast- 
wise disasters cannot be got as yet. 

The lighthouse keeper at Cape Henry 
was driven from his home, which was bad- 
gat seg ng Howard, of the Merchants’ 
and Miners’ Line, in from Boston about 
six hours late this morning, had a very 
tempestuous voyage down the coast yes- 
terday and last night.

South Bend, Ind., October 12.—(Special.)— 


This city was today decorated with flags. 


and bunting and with cannons heralded the 
coming of the big six soldiers, Generals Al- 
ger, Sickles, Siegel, Howard, Stewart and 
Corporal Tanner, who arriv@l on their spe- 
clal train from La Porte. They were met 
by a |parade, numbering twelve hundred, 
and were escorted to a speakers’ stand on 
the courthouse site. 

Nothing interrupted the large gathering 
until Comrade Cheuncey E. Ashcraft, a 
lifelong republican of the old Twenty-ninth 
regiment, Indiana volunteers, as chairman 
of the silver veteran club of South Bend, 
presented a sarcastic greeting to the trav- 
elers in their present course in going about 
the country in the interest of Mark Hanna, 
living in palace cars and calling the veter- 
ans of the war to arms on the strength of 
old companionship. 

Continuing the greeting he said:

CALL FOR BOOKS LED TO DEATH 


MAN SUICIDES AS EXAMINATION 
OF HIS ACCOUNTS IS BEGUN. 


Emmet Scales Turns His Office Over to 


Express Inspectors and Drinks 


Whistler, Ala., October 12.—(Special.)— 
Emmet Scales, aged thirty years, an op- 
erator for the Mobile and Ohio railroad, 
one of the best known and most popular 
citizens of the town, committed suicide at 
10 o'clock this morning. 

Scales left his office, where two officers 
of the Southern Express Company were 
examining this books, entered an outhouse 
a few feet away and swallowed the con- 
tents of a bottle of laudanum. Five hours 
later he was found by several friends, 
whose suspicion was aroused by his sudden 
disappearance. He was unconscious and 
his body was livid from the effects of the 
drug. Vigorous work ‘was begun in hope of 
saving his life, but the efforts were of no 
avail. Scales died at 7 o'clock. 

Examination of ‘his books by the railroad 
officials show Scales to be short about $500. 
This shortage dates only since Qctober 3<, 
when he received $225 from a local lodge of 
a benevolent organization to be forwarded 
next day. He received $118 from another 
organization, also, but neither amount was 
sent to its destination. * 

The Southern Express Company loses the 
principal amount of the ghortage, the rail- 
road’s loss being less than fifty dollars, 
His home is at Verona, Miss.

Explanations 
to the contrary quieted matters, and they 
went to work as usual.

TALKS TO NORTHWEST WOMEN 


Exposition Building Was - Thronged 
with Enthusiastic Voters. 


GREAT HALL FULL TWO HOURS BEFORE TIME 


Inkstand of Sixteen Parts of Silver 
and One Part of Gold Presented 
the Nominee. 


Minneapsiis, Minn., October 12.—Perfect 
Indian summer weather, neither too cool 
nor too warm, aided the Minneapolis sup- 
porters of William J. Bryan tonight- to 
outdo the efforts of their brethren of St. 
Paul in giving a.rousing welcome to the 
democratic standard-bearer. 

Like the political friends of their sis- 
ter city, they had arranged for no less 
than four speeches by Mr. Bryan and for- 
tunes was with them again in this, for the 
Chicago nominee felt strong of voice and 
body after his two days of rest and was 
able to speak with his old-time vigor.

B. Howard, editor of 
The Penny Press, and had dinner there 
with a small company. 

Crowds began to gather about the expo- 
sition building a couple of hours before 
the hour set for Mr. Bryan’s appearance 
thee, 7:30 o’clock. The people came in 
flocks and droves and every seat in the 
big auditortum was soon filled. No over- 
crowding was allowed and soon after the 
8,300 seats in the hall were filled, the doors 
were closed, not quickly enough, however,

After returning thanks for the inkstand 
presented him, Mr. Bryan said that he ad- 
vocated bimetallism because he believed it 
was a good thing for the laboring men of 
the country, and continued as follows: 

“In going over the country I often re- 
ceive letters asking me to answer certain 
questions. I do not always pay attention 
to-them because I desire to make my own 
speech instead of having it outlined for me 
by some one who may not have as much 
interest in the cause as I have. (Laugh- 
ter.) But I received a letter today 
so distinguished a citizen that I think I 
am justified in making some reference to 
it. I have received a letter, dated October 
12th and signed by W. D. Washburn, who 
is, I understand, an ex-senator from this 
state. (Hisses and groans.) Now, my 
friends,. please refrain from any manifes- 
tations of ill will. This is an educational 
campaign and those who advocate free sil- 
ver are prepared to meet any arguments 
presented by their adversaries. (Appiause.) 

“In the letter he asks me certain ques- 
tions about my vote and action in the 
house of representatives on the tariff bill, 
for which I refer him to The Congressional 
Record. But when he asks me to enter in- 
to a discussion of the tariff question I tell 
him there is a question before the American 
people which is far more important to the 
people. (Applause.) There is a question 
which can be settled now. The tariff ques- 
tion can be settled any time. (Applause.) 

Replies to Ex-Senator Washburn. 

“If he wants me to discuss tariff, I tell 
him to join me in a prohibitory duty on 
foreign financial policies and then I will 
discuss the rest of the schedule. (Great 
cheering.)

Plause.) I am not gotng to discuss the 
tariff question because I am going to dis- 
cuss the paramount issue of the campaign, 
made so by three political parties and con- 
sidered so by republicans who are afraid 
to discuss it and try to discuss the tariff 
question instead. (Applause.) But there is a 
part of this letter which I think you ought 
to hear and I am not going to deny you a 
good thmg. (Laughter.) He says: “The 
audience will be composed, I presume, very 
largely of laboring men and wage-earners 
of a high order. This class of people, like 
others dominated by human selfishness so 
far as their own interests are concerned, 
probably prefer to receive their wages in 
dollars worth one hundred cents, rather 
than those worth ong fifty cents.’ (Great 
applause.) I shall take for my text the 
words ‘like others dominated by human 
selfishness so far as their own interests 
are . concerned.’ 

“Laboring men, I want to ask you why it 
is that every goldbug says that you are 
selfish and that you are influenced by sel- 
fish considerations, while every goldbug 
pretends to be a philanthropist who simply 
loves honest money because it will help 
other people? (Laughter and cheers.) I 
want to know why it is that these goldbugs 
are so sorry that everybody else will be in- 
fluenced by persona] interests and so posi- 
tive that personal interest cannot affect 
them? (Applause.) Why is it? Iwill tell 
you why; if a man bélieves a thing is good 
for himself and also good for others, he 
‘will admit that it is good for himself. 
(Cheers.) That is the rule that I lay down 
and you can examine it and apply it to 
every day life. You will find that men 
never deny that a thing is good for them- 
selves if they also believe it is good for 
others. It is only when they believe that 
they prosper by other’s adversity that you 
hear them standing up and denying that 
they have pecuniary benefit.” (Applause.) 

‘Mr. Bryan then spoke of the reaspns 
which laboring! men, farmers and business 
men gave for wanting bimetallism, com- 
paring their reasons with those of the ad- 
vocates of the rnold standard, and gald: 

“But there is another thing I want you 
to notice about Mr. Washburn’s letter. i 
believe that Mr. Washburn fs a large em- 
ployer of labor. Now, if he is dominated 
by selfishness why is he worrying so mucli 
about having to pay his employes in 53- 
cent dollars? (Applause.) If his employes 
are so much afraid that they are going to 
suffer personal loss because of free silver, 
why doesn’t Mr. Washburn rejoice, if 
dominated by human seltishness. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Compares Two Utterances. 

“Oh, no, he desires to pose before his em- 
ployes as one who is willing to deny him- 
self the advantage of paying in cheap dol- 
lars in order that his employes may not 
lose by free coinage. What reason have 
you to believe that he is less dominated 
by human selfishness than his employes 
are? Mr. Washburn complains of the Wil- 
son bill. I arrived late this afternoon and 
I received through the mail, or rather in 
an envelope, an extract from a speech 
which Mr. Washburn delivered in the sen- 
ate of the United States on the lith of 
July, 1892. I have not had time to compare 
this speech with the record, and I tell 
you so because I do not use authorities 
generally without comparing them and be- 
ing sure that they are accurate. But on 
this occasion I tell you how I got this 
extract and I will read it, and if Mr. Wash- 
burn is in the room I want him to say 
whether this is his speech or not, and if it 
is not I will not ask you to accept it. Is 
Mr. ‘Washburn in the room? (A _ voice: 
‘He’s dead.’) Now, I am in earnest in this 
matter and I do not want to do any man 
| an. injustice. I have asked if*ho is. heré so 
that he can verify it now and have heard 
no response, If he is not here. it: cannot 
be verified until I am gone, but I want ‘to 
say to you that if what I quote turns out 
not to be Mr. Washburn’s speech, then I 
want to ask you to Withdraw it entirely 
and not consider it in connection with what 
I have been saying. (Great cheering.) 

“In this extract I find that Mr. Wash- 
burn gives the price’ of wheat, beginning 
with 1865 and running down to 1890, and 
that he uses these words: ‘The hopes of 
the producers have been turned to ashes. 
The grain dealer, the miller and the busi- 
ness man have been disappointed. The 
balance of trade in favor of this country, 
that every one looked forward to with so 
much assurance, has been much below the

Jones and Crawford, of Morgan Ooun- 
ty, Slash Each Other.

COOK COUNTY CLERK ARRESTED. 


Knopf Charged with Indorsing Fraud- 
ulent Registration. 

Chicago, October 12.—County Clerk Philip 
Knopf was arrested this morning and 
taken before Judge Payne on a charge of 
fndorsing fraudulent registration. 

The specific charge against Knopf isthe: 
issuance of over 2,000 registration certifi- 
cates to miners without a direct order from 
@ court or any recognized authority. The 
arrest caused great excitement in political 
circles. 

Knopf was placed under $1,000 bond to 
@ppear before Judste Hoyne tomorrow 
morning and answer to a charge of mal- 
feasance in office. His arrest was made on 
an affidavit of Morris Cohen, who is in 
charge of naturalization matters for the 
democratic central committee. Fully 2,000 
final certificates of naturalization, in 
Diank, but bearing the clerk’s signature and 
the seal of the county court, are in the 
possession of the committee. 

No charge is made that these papers 
have been misused, but the opportunity 
for making citizens without the usual for- 
malities of court procedure is apparent. 
These certificates were found lying on a 
Gesk in the county commissioner’s office, 
where Judge Woods had been holding a 
court of ndturalization. Knopf was ar- 
rested on affidavit charging him with sign- 
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punishable by a fine of $1,000 


and removal from office. 
Knopf admits having signed and sealed 


court, but says it was done simply for 
convenience and that guch action is com- 
mon practice. 

Knopf has been prominent in republican 
politics for many years. 


NELSON’S ASSAILANT CAUGHT. 
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Bazell, a Negro Who Worked on the 
Place, Bound Over. 

Valdosta, Ga., October 12.—(Special.)— 
Marion Nelson, the aged white man who 
was so badly wounded by a bludgeon in 
the hands of an assassin on Friday night, 
has regained consciousness and has identi- 
fled Henry Bazell, a negro carpenter, as 
the man who struck the blow. Bazell was 
seen in Nelson’s yard late in the evening 
and had worked with Nelson much of his 
time during the past two or three years. 

After leaving the house Bazell came up- 
town, where he met Nelson. The latter 
was in his cups and Bazell offered to go 
home with him. The two went together 
and as Nelson entered the door of his 
room the negro struck him a fearful blow 
from behind. The bedding was scattered 
about as if the assassin had searched for 
money. It happened, however, that Nelson 
had hid the money for which he sold 
a bales of cotton in his main dwell- 
ng.

ONE HUNDRED CHARRED BODIES 


More Attempts To Burn Guayaquil. 
Fire Drove People to Drowning. 
New York, October 12.—The Herald’s spe- 
cial cable from Panama says: 

“News has been received from Guaya- 
quil, Ecuador, that fresh attempts of an 
incendiary nature have been made. Several 
alarming fires have occurred in parts of 
the city not touched by the great con- 
flagration, but the vigilance of the firemen 
prevented them from spreading. Several 
more arrests have been made in connection 
with these fires. 

“A large meeting was held Saturday, at 
which a commission was appointed to pro- 
cure relief funds and provide tents and 
other temporary shelter for homeless citi- 


zens. 
‘‘More than 100 charred bodies have al- 


ready been found in the ruins and others 
are discovered wherever the debris left by 
the fire is disturbed. It is now known also 
that many persons were driven by the 
flames to the water and were drowned.”’

Waldo reported that there were no 
times when Mr. Stewart had very large 
sums due the county and state on deposit 
in the bank. There is a state law which 
requires that when the tax collector col- 
lects as much as $3,000 due the county or 
$5,000 due the state it shall be his duty to 
give checks to the county and state for the 
amounts due them. 

Mr. Stewart stated that there were days 
when he collected many thousand dollars.

Macon, Ga., October 12.—(Special.)—Dr. 
John Springs Baxter, president of the 
Southwestern railroad, died tonight at 7:30 
o'clock at the residence of his niece, Mrs, 
George W. Duncan, on College street, after 
an fllness of several months with cancer of 
the liver. We was one of Macon's wealth- 
fest, most popwar and prominent citizens, 
and Dr. Baxter was chairman of the Bibb 
county silver delegation to the state con- 


vention Jast June. 
He was born in Macon December &, 15822, 


attended Dr. Beman’s famous schoo! and 
wes graduated from the University of 
Georgia tn 1858. He graduated at Jef- 
ferson Medical coliege at Philadelphia in 
1856 and returned to Macon and practiced 
medicine. He enlisted In the war with the 
Macon Volunteers in 1861 and was made 
a surgeon of the battalion in 1862. Later 
he was assistant surgeon at Richmond to 
the Third Georgia hospital, then became 
surgeon of the Forty-sixth Georgia  regl- 
ment in the field untli the surrender. Af- 
ter the war he resumed practice in Macon 
for about a year and then went into the 
ceneral merchandise business under the 


firm name of Jones & Baxter. 

Retiring from business in 1873, in 1876 he 
became director in the Southwestern rail- 
road and in 1891 became its president, which 
position he was holding at the time of his 
death. 

In 1876, with his brother-in-law, the late 
William B. Johnston, he organized the first 
artificial ice company in Macon. He was 
director !n the Acme Brewing Company, 
the Central Georgia bank, the. Macon Fire 
Insurance Company, the Macon Building 
and Loan Association, the Ocmulgee Land 
Company, all of Macon, and the Southern 
Mutual. Insurance Company, of Athens. 
Hle agitated and helped to secure the build- 
ing of the Macon waterworks and was 
director in the company until 1893. 

In 1858 he married Caroline, daughter of 
the late Judge Edward D. Tracey. She 
died in 1861 and he never remarried. One 
child blessed this union, Tracey Baxter, 
a prominent attorney of Macon and who 
represented Bibb county fn the legislature 
in 1890-91. Dr. Baxter’s father was Thomas

Avgusta, Ga., October 12.--(Special.)—A 
let*4y has just been received from Vice 
Consul Constantine Khourt, at Beirut, 
Syria, bearing date of September 21st, and 
giving full particulars of the death of 
Consul Thomas R. Gibson. The letter says: 

“His death fell upon me and all his 
friends here like a thunderbolt. Some fif- 
teen days arp he went to a village called 
Aleigh, in Mount Lebanon, where it seems 
he got the germ of the sinallpox of which 
he dicd yesterday at 3 p.m. After spend- 
ing a couple of days at Aleigh he came 
Gown to town. During the week he com- 
plained of feeling itl, and thinking that a 
change would do him good, he went on 
Saturday, the l7th, to anuther village called 
Brumana. JI learned thut at Brumana he 
caught cold at an evening concert and on 
the next day was counfii.ed to his bed. On 
Monday, the lith, he returned to Beirut and 
seut for Dr. Adams, of the American col- 
lege, who treated him two days, during 
Which time his sickness was thought to be 
dengue fever. On Wednesday Mr. Gibson 
Seemed much worse and I called in Dr.

he appears and making open converts by 
every speech the delivers. He has made a 
careful study of the .free silver question, 
and it is said in -all quarters that he can 
make the fairest, most convincing argu- 
ments in favor of free coinage. During 
the past three weeks he has been engaged 
principally in central and southern Illinois. 

“What are the prospects for Bryan car- 
rying Tllino!s as you judge them from 
your experience in the campaign?’ I asked 
him today. 

“IT am perfectly confident that the demo- 
cratic ticket will come to Chicago with 
anywhere from 25,000 to 35,000 majority, and 
that is an exceedingly conservative esti- 
mate.

strongest and most effective ones wher- 
ever J have spoken: . 

“7. That the free coinage of silver on 
equal terms with gold is the right of the 
Ameriéan people recognized by the consti- 
tution and expounded by Webster and em- 
phasized by the interpretations of Lincoln 
and Blaine, to say nothing of the great 
array of democratic statesmen, who have 
always maintained that position. 

“? That our national honor is involved 
no further in this campaign than _ pre- 
serving our purpose to pay the public debt 
in the terms in which it is expressed, that 
is to say, in coin of standard value of 
July 14, 1870, which coin included the gold 
dollar of 25 8-10 grains and the silver dollar 
of 41215 grains, and that until those obliga- 
tions are fully paid and canceled the 
American people have the right to coin and 
accumulate a sufficiency of silver dollars, 
16 to 1, to meet all such demands at ma- 
turity, and all this. without any sacrifice 
of national honor or truthful charge of 
repudiation. 

“2 The demonstration by the course of 
commodity prices that gold has appreciated 
in value during the last twenty-three years, 
and that debtors and producers of raw 
materials in general must now do double 
labour and give double measure for the 
money’ necessary to pay debts and fixed 
charges, that have not deteriorated mean- 
while. : 

‘4. That none of the predictions as to 
what is sure to follow free coinage can be 
warranted by history or fortifled by any 
single calculation, and therefore the Ameri- 
can people, with their experience of the 
past from 1792 to 1878, are warranted in be- 
lieving that free coinage would be a bless- 
ing rather than a calamity to every in- 
dustry and domestic interest. 

‘5S. That the money interest is the 
only one that now: has power to again 
sectionalize the union, that the mainten- 
ance of the existing, gold standard will 


logically and necessarily alienate the feel- . 


ings and interests of the south and west 
from those of the north and east, and thus 
tend rapidly in the future. to create a 
financial {division ptuch, more pronounced 
and aggravated than was the division pro- 
duced by slavery and emphasized by the 
Mason and Dixon line. 

“6. That the maintenance of the gold 
standard has the inevitable tendency to 
work a classification of American society, 
and thug artificially do away practically 
with the ancient and legal authority of 
our citizens under the laws; for where 
wealth has been acciwaulated in large 
amounts and concentrated in the hands of 
the few, and these almost wholly domiciled 
in one small sectiontof the union, and that 
in the extremest corner, and all this power 
coheres within for political plunder, that 
purchases legislation and judicially fortified 
privileges—we ‘have in this country a 
plutocracy ag distinct, arrogant and rapa- 
cious as that of any eastern monarchy,

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Mrs. Annie Seals Not Convicted of 
Murdering Her Husband. 


JURY FAILS TO MAKE A VERDICT 


Wealthy, Handsome Alabama Woman 


Has Her Life in the Hands of a 
Jury for Five Days. 


Columbiana, Ala., October 12.—(Special.)j— 
“ mistrial has been ordered in the case of 

ts. Annie Seals, charged with the murder 
of her husband, J. Alfred. Seals, 

The case, after one of the hardest legal 


battles Shelby county has ever known, was. 


given to the jury Tuesday and‘since that 
day the twelve men holding in their hands 
the fate of Mrs. Seals have been trying to 
reach a verdict. Interest was intense dur- 
ing the time, but the jury was unable to 
agree, and the sensational] trial will have 
to be gone over again. 

Mrs. Seals is charged with killing her hus- 
band at their home in Shelby county on tha 
hight of December 18, 1892. The defendant 
is an unusually handsome woman, and ow- 
ing to the awful details of the crime, the 
Prominence of the parties and the large 
family connection the case has excited great 
interest. 

Mr. Seals was a widow with grown chil- 
dren when he married Mrs. Anna McDon- 
ald, in Tallapoosa county, in June, 1891. 
They lived happily together for a season, 
but soon contentions arose and he began 
to drink heavily, and {fn September of the 
following year they separated, but after a 
week became reconciled. Seals continued 
his dissipated habits and the discord being 
renewed, Mrs. Seals’s brother took up his 
abode with them. 

Early in December, of 189, Mr. Seals told 
some of his friends that there was a plot 
at home to get rid of him and requested, 
should he die suddenly, that his stomach be 
examined for poison. 

On the fatal night Seals went home about 
dark intoxicated. At 11 o’clock Mra. Seals 
knocked at the door of Mr. W. E. Merrili’s 
house, close by, and stated that Mr. Seals 
had staggered into the house all: cut to 
pieces, and that she believed he was dying. 
Mr. Merrill called some of the neighbors 
and went over to the house. They found 
Seals stretched upon the floor, his head 
resting upon a pillow and his shoes off. 
His head was beaten into a jelly. Brains 
and blood were spattered upon the wall and 
a portion of the brains had oozed out upon 
the floor. When they felt of him he was 
cold in death and in their opinion had been 
dead several hours. 

The surroundings gave strong circumstan- 
tiai evidence that he had been murdered 
where he lay. The wife was immediately 
arrested, and upon examination by a cor- 
oner’s jury her underskirts were found to he 
bleody around the bottom. The story told 
by her was not sustained by the surround- 
ings. The jury gave it as its verdict that 
she was guilty of the murder and at the 
preliminary hearing she was committed to 
jail without bail. 

She employed counsel and a few days later 
Was granted $5,000 bail, her attorneys going 
on her bond. The bail was granted by 
Jvdge of Probate Leiper, and it aroused so 
great indignation that the people of the 
town of Shelby got out a signed circular 
denouncing the action, the result of an in- 
dignation meeting, and strong létters were 
written to the governor demanding Judge 
Leiper’s removal from office. 

Mrs. Seals moved to Fast Lake, near Bir- 
mingham, where he has since resided. Her 
brother left the country, and it is said has 
since died. 3 

A negro named Jim Vanderslice who 
worked on the place has since been killed 
in an accident. The defense strengly hinted 
that the murder was committed by him.

Several weeks ugo Chief Connolly issued an 
order to the force which did not exactly 
suit Carson, and ‘he gave vé@ast to his senti- 
ments in a little too strong terms. 

Policeman G. I. Taylor was given a rest 
of five days because he used naughty 
language to Nick Huimes, the famous col- 
ored shoemaker, several weeks ago. 
Holmes's shop had been burglarized, and he 
accused Taylor, who was on that beat, of 
not having efficiently performed his du- 
ties, whereupon the officer got mad and 
tuld Holmes he was mistaken, with ‘‘varia- 
tions.”

Having accomplished this and builded 


up a republic that is the wonder of the 


world and the hope of the human race, 
we are mow placed in the position of 


going contentedly about our business, 


while at our very doors the unhappy 


people of Cuba are making a desperate 
struggle to free themselves from the 
‘rule of their Spanish oppressors, The 


Cuban patriots are struggling, not to 


- conquer Spain nor to destroy. the Span- 


ish government, but.to establish home 
rule for themselves, and to rid them- 
selves of the tyranny which exacts tax- 


ation without representation. 


According to all the measures of jus- 


tice, equality and humanity, the cause of 


the Cuban patriots is of more import- 
ance than that of the Ameritan patri- 


‘ots was at its inception. The stamp act 


was repeated at our instigation. Ivery 
effort wes made by the government of 
Great Britain to conciliate to col- 
onists; but the cause of the rev- 
olution went deeper. On the surface 
we were resisting unjust taxation. As 
a matter of fact, the whole effort of 
the American patriots was to overthrow 
the so-called “divine” right of kings to 
rule the people.

That spirit 
is also at the bottom of the Cuban rev- 
olution. The contagion has spread from 
these shores to Cubé, and the result of 
it is the struggle for free Cuba~that 
is now going on, while to all appear- 
ances the government of the United 
States sits dumb and unconcerned. 
Sits dumb, because it has been on a 
fishing tour. Sits unconcerned, because 
to lift its hands would be to hurt the 
value of Spanish bonds held in Paris by 
the Rothschilds, who are employers of 
Belmont, who is a partner in the bond 
syndicate. The hand of the money pow- 
er seems to be ineverything. It is uplift- 
ed to protect murder and rapine in Cu- 
ba; it is uplifted to protect the whole- 
gale massacres of Christians by the 
Turks in Armenia.

Does some special horror arouse the 
indignation of mankind?

Wages. and Labor in Silver-Using 
| Countries. 

From Grover, N. C., under date of Oc- 
tober 9th, we have received the follow- 
ing communication: 

Editor Constitution—As I am a reader 
of your most valuable paper and a firm 
believer in democratic principles, and 
as I believe you are ever ready to help 
solve the problem which now most con- 
cerns the American people--the money 
problem—I take pleasure in referring 
to you for solution the following ques- 
tions, viz: 1. What is the ratio of new 
cotton mills being built in America and 
Japan? 2. What is the difference in 
cost of labor paid mill hands in Amer- 
ica. and Japan? 3. Under the present 
system cannot Japan sell us her goods 
at cost to manufacture and with the 
proceeds buy silver bullion and take it 
to Japan and coin it and make nearly 
100 per cent in the transaction? 4. How 
long, under the present gold standard, 
can American cotton mills meet the 
competition of free silver nations. 

Cc. C. HUGHES. 
Replying to our correspondent, we will 
say: 

“First, that the proportion of new cot- 
ton mills going up in this country and 
Japan is a matter of statistics that are 
not now athand. Many of the mills that 
have been built in the south during the 
past two years mean simply the trans- 
fer of capital from New England to 
this section, and therefore do not rep- 
resent new investments of capital, 
whereas every cotton mill built in Ja- 
pan means a new investment of capital. 

“Second, the amount paid to ordinary 
labor in silver stand; apan is about 
as high as that paid to/skilled labor in 
go.d standard Italy, ere workers in 
the lace mills receive from 15 to 20 cents 
a day. In Japan, as in Mexico, skilled 
labor receives about the same average 
of wages paid in the United States, and 
so the world over. The reason of this 
is that skilled labor has a field to itself 
and is practically able to dictate its own 
terms. In the silver countries the aver- 
age laborer is in a better condition than 
in the geld using countries of Spain, 
a and even in England. In 
no case does the money standard bear 
any relation to the rate of wages paid. 
That rate is regulated by supply. and 
demand. Where there is a large num- 
ber of laborers competing with one an- 
other for work, the rate of wages is reg- 
ulated by the amount the majority is 
willing to work for, and that amount is 
regulated by the cost of living. 

“Third, the premium of 100 per cent 
on gold gives Japan and all silver-using 
countries a tremendous advantage in the 
markets of the world. That premium 
is a bonus on everything they sell. The 
effect of this is seen in the stimulus 
that has been given to manufactures

Hanna that they are in no wise distin- 
guished in this business, and that a simi- 
lar call for money and.to the same pro- 
portionate amount has been made by him 
on every bank and trust company in the 
country. 

**‘The heads of the local banks and trust 
companies held an informal meeting today, 
at which the agreement was reached, it is 
asserted, that $50,000 would be at once 
made up and sent on to the McKinley 
fund. The estimate is that this Hanna 
‘call’ on the banks and trust companies 
all over the country will produce not less 
than $15,000,000, which, if contributed, will 
form the biggest campaign fund ever 
raised for any political purpose in the 
world. 


Senator Cockrell, of Missouri, has been 
equally as active during the campaign as 
Senator Vest. In speaking to a large audi- 
ence at Independence, Mo., last week, 
Senator Cockrell said: 

“Tl say to you, gentlemen, that if a 
government for the people, of the people 
and by the people is anarchy, then I am 
glad that we are anarchists.” 

The utterance was loudly cheered. Con- 
tinuing Senator Cockrell predicted that 
Bryan would carry Missouri by a majority

One of the first cases to be investigated 
yesterday was that of J. W. Todd, a 
young white mah, who is under indictment 
for forging a round trip ticket purporting 
to have been issued by the Chester and 


LeNoir railroad, and reads “From 
Yorkville, S. C., to Portland, Ore., and re- 
turn. 

Todd was arrested about one week ago 
and in this possession were found a num- 
ber of similar tickets, it is said. The 
tickets were issued by the same company 
and read ‘from Atlanta to the 
City of Mexico and_ return.’ The 
tickets represent quite a large  out- 
say of money when they are 
purchased from the ticket agents, and it 
was thought at the time that Todd did 
not have a sufficient amount of money 
with which to purchase the transportation. 
His arrest was ciused by an effort he is 
said to have made by whiah he hoped to 
dispose of the tickets to Eiseman & Moore, 
ticket brokers, of this city. The, brokers 
held the tickets and pending an investiga- 
tion wired the railroad that issued them 
and were informed that the tickets had 
not been regularly issued. 

Todd is an intelligent looking young fel- 
low and is said to have been in the em- 
ploy of the Chester and LeNoir Railroad 
Company as traveling passenger agent 
until last January. The tickets are merely 
skeleton passes, and it is said came into 
his possession while he was in the employ 
of the ¢tompany. It is said he has been 
running a bucket shop in Chester, S: C., 
since this connection with the railroad com- 
pany was severed. He was indicted last 
Thursday by the grand jury and is now 
in jail. 

When his case was called yesterday 
morning a demurrer to the indictment was 
filed by his attorneys, W. H. Terrell and 
Maddox, but the court overruled it. The 
case will be taken up Wednesday, as So- 
licitor Hill asked for a short continuance, 
A number of the officials of the Chester 
and LeNoir railroad are in the city inves- 
tigating the case.

Tried To Kill His Wife. 

Four years at hard labor in the penitenti- 
ary was the sentence meted out to Will Car- 
ter, the negro man who attempted to kill 
his wife by cutting her with a huge 


knife. 

John Williams was sentenced to twelve 
months for passing a forged order. upon 
Sam Wilkins. 

Joseph Reid was given four years of 
service for stealing a diamond stud from 
the office of The Looking Glass. He was 
aoe 5 charged with having stolen $30 in 
cash. 

Perry Holmes, the young white man 
who stabbed J. W. Bevis several weeks 
ago in a fight in a trunk factory, was not 
present in court yesterday when his case 
was reached, and his bond was forfeited 
after his name has been called three times, 
as is required by law. 
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George Ham, a negro whose traditional 
name Was not necessary to distinguish 
him as a descendant of Noah's unfortunate 
son, was convicted of perjury yesterday 
morning in the criminal superior court 
under unusual circumstances. 

The negro was charged with having 
signed an affidavit purporting to set forth 
the manner in which he was injured in a 
railroad wreck on the Southern, when it 
was proven in open court that he had never 
been employed by the Southern Railway 


Company and had never been hurt in any 


railroad wreck as he alleged. It was 
shown that he signed the false affidavit 
in order. to bring suit against the Southern 
for damages. 

Mr. James W. Austin, the attorney,-was 
the principal witness in the case, although 
a number of other lawyers were given an 
opportunity during, the trial to testify 
against the prisoner. The evidence brought 
out by the examination conducted by So- 
licitor Hill showed that the negro had at- 
tempted to have suit brought against the 
Southern on account of injuries which he 
would endeavor to substantiate by wit- 
nesses who had been taken into the scheme 
and who were to receive a portion of the 
verdict in the event he were to win the 
case. 

Several weeks ago George Ham applied 
to Attorney Austin, in the latter’s office, 
and asked that a damage suit be filed 
against *the Southern. The negro had 
previously bandaged his head and was in- 
deed a pitiable looking ®bject when he en- 
tered the atterney’s office. 

“I ‘was a fireman on the Southern,” said 
the negro, ‘when my engine had a hea@ 
end collision with another passenger train 
near Rockmart. I tried to crawl back over 
the tender, when I was caught by the front 
end of the mail car and an iron spike was 
driven through my head, entering in the 
back side an@ coming out through my 
mouth. 

“My arm was broken in two places and 
I have been in the hospital for three 
months. The road offered me $500, but I 
want $5,000, and want you to sue the road. 
The attorneys for the road sent me down 
to Florida, where I have been in the hos- 
pital, but I want to be paid for my in- 
juries and want a suit brought.’’ 


Swore to His Affidavit. 

Mr." Austin regarded the negro with 
Suspicion and told his prospective client 
that he would investigate the case, and if 
there was anything in his statement he 
would take up the matter with the South- 
ern and would‘take the caseintothe courts 
and represent the negro.

Attorney Virgil Jones swore that Ham 
had asked him to take the case, making 
similar allegations as made to Mr. Austin, 
only the negro claimed the accident oc- 
curred at another place. 

Attorney Walker testified that Ham urged 
him to take the case, and Attorney Shrop- 
shire testified the same. 

The negro made no statement and was 
convicted in a few minutes. He was given 
a sentence of twelve months in the county 
chaingang.

Osborn declines, or rather has failed, to 
recognize or speak to any person since his 
arrest. except one of the prisoners at the 
jail, whom he seems to have taken a fancy 
to. The prisoner takes Osborn his food 
and watches over him, and the supposed 
crazy man talks to his new-found friend. 
He has not spoken a word about his crime, 
however, and only answers questions about 
his food. He asks for water and gives 
directions as to ‘thow his food shall be 
cooked, but that is all. 

Osborn refuses to eat the jail food. He 
thinks that an effort is being made to 
poison him at the jail, and he eats only 
the food sent him by his relatives. 

Mr. J. E. Eubanks, the jailer, says that 
Osborn’s actions appear to him to be those 
of a crazy man. Other authorities at the 
jail—Jailer Cohen and many of the prison- 
ers—contrast Osborn’s actions with those 
of Alex Carr, and they say that Osborn 
is far more crazy than Carr was during 
his long imprisonment. 

Yesterday afternoon Osborn’s brother 
called at the jail and went to his brother’s 
cell, in company with Mr. Eubanks. The 
slayer of Schrader did not answer when 
his brother called out to him at the cell 
door, and he made no manifestation that 
h ecognized ‘his brother.

Colonel Lon Livirgston says that the deal 
has been made.

That it has already been effect- 
ed is the firm belief of Colonel Livingston, 
and there are many corroborating facts to 
sustain the statement. 

The dramatic denial of Colonel Buck was 
made yesterday afternoon. There was a 
tragic thrill in his tone, an earnestness in 
his behavior, a glittering warmth in his 
words which showed that the simple 
query had evidently disturbed his equi- 
librium. 

“Has fusion been effected?” was 
placid question put to Colonel Buck. 

“How's that?”

“Not that I know of,” was the reply, and 
the small eyes of the politician twinkled 
nervously. 

“Have you heard of the fusion deal?’ 

“Yes, I have heard some rumors to that 
effect, and some of the democrats have 
asked me about it.’’

He had stated that 
there had been no deal because of the 
circular. 

“Has Sibley said anything to you about 
it?” was asked. 

“No, sir; he has not,"’ replied Colonel 
Buck, 

This reply came quick and sharp. There 
was no hesitation. There was no delibera- 
tion. In the meantime J. L. Sibley was in 
the circuit courtroom, where he had re- 
mained after he had touched the arm of 
the colonel. 

How the Deal Was Made. 

It was evident early yesterday morning 
that there was some deal of the kind on 
foot and the news of it reached the corri- 
dors of the Kimball and was discussed by 
the politicians there before the arrival of 
Colonel Livingston, who came in from his 
home. 

But Colonel Livingston also brought the 
information. He had heard from Mr, Mark 
Irwin, son-in-law of W. L. Peek, the popu- 
list candidate for congress, that the fusion 
movement was on foot. 

Colonel Livingston set about at once to 
verify the report, and did so in a way 
that satisfied his own mind.

At that time Cunningham, Reed and sev- 
eral other leading populists called upon the 
colonel aiid it was said that they offered 
him some inducement in a political way 
to get out the circular. Whether this in- 
ducement was the withdrawal of Peek 
cannot be said. oronei Buck stoutly de- 
nies it. 

Colonel Buck, when seen yesterday after- 
noon, dwelt upon the idea thatit would be 
in opposition to the wishes of Tom Watson 
for the fnrsion to be made. He stated that 
the questin of fusion was plausible and 
would be a great advantage, of course, to 
his candidate, but he saw nothing in it. 

In spite of the denial of Colonel Buck, 
Colonel Livingston has accepted the state- 
ment that the fusion has been made. 

Colonel Livingston took the train home 
last night but will return this morning.

Our chances 
are exceedingly doubtful.”’ 

Chairman Bynum, of the goldbug demo- 
cratic national committee, says: 

“Anybody who talks about what Indiana 
and Illinois will do does not know what he 
is talking about. In southern Illinois I 
know the whole country its for silver. The 
situation is just the same all over the 
west so far as I can learn.” 

The Chicago Record, independent gold 
Standard, says today: 

“For some reason or other there has been 
@ decided change in the tone at republican 


headquarters within the last few days, and

DIVINES HAVE A LIVELY FIGHT 


Railroad Association Required Preach- 


ers To Make a Guarantee. 


THIS WAS CONSIDERED A REFLECTION 


Atlanta Will Probably Invite the 
North Georgia Conference To Hold 
Its Next Year’s Session Here. 


The weekly meeting of the Methodist 


Ministers’ Association, of Atlanta, held deed 
terday morning at the First Methodist 
church, proved to be quite a lively avant. 
For a time scenes in the counsels ol the 
dignified divines were by no means pacific, 
One of the pastors, for an instant only, 
quite lost his temper at what ne consider- 
ed an imputation on the honesty of the 
preachers by a railroad official. Before the 
benediction was pronounced, however, the 
temporary ruffle had been smoothed and 
the proceedings were running along as 
smoothly as could be desired. 

The weekly meetings of the Methodist 
preachers are considered by the partict- 
pants as little family love feasts. They 
usually commence and conclude in harmony 
and peace. Yesterday was merely an ex- 
ception that proved the rule that these 
little love feasts are usually occasions of 
gentle peacefulness. 

Two important matters came up before 
the preachers ac yesterday's meeting. One 
was the arrangements for the annual con- 
ference, which this year is to be held at 
Dalton, on November 25th, and the other 
was the relation of the Methodist church 
members who own interest in the Atlanta 
Amusement Company to the beer garden 
that has been installed in the agricultural 
building at the exposition grounds. 

tev. J. W. Heidt, D.D., the presiding 
elder of the South Atlanta district, is the 
secretary of the North Georgia conference, 
and has been for twenty years or more. 
Every year it becomes his duty to arrange 
with the railroads for the transportation 
of the ministers and other delegates to the 
annual conference. He-always secures re- 
duced rates to these conferences. Yester- 
day he appeared at the weekly meeting of 
the ministers with a report of his. inter- 
view with Mr. Joseph Richardson, of the 
Southern States’ Passenger Association. 
Mr. Richardson had told Dr. Heidt that he 
could give him a rate of full fare one way 
and 1 cent a mile return trip for all the 
preachers and their friends who desired to 
attend the conference at Dalton, provided 
Dr. Heidt would sign a guarantee that the 
privilege granted was not abused by one 
preacher’s transfering his ticket to another 
person. 

Iexcursion tickets are generally made non- 
transferable, and Mr. Richardson was car- 
rying out the rules of his association in 
mezking this requirement. Dr. Heidt was 
unwilling to make the. personal guarantee 
without laying the matter’ before the 
preachers of Atlanta for their considera- 
tion and advice. Accordingly he made his 
report to them yesterday, 

As soon as Dr. Heidt announced the. po- 
sition of the railroads, Rev. R. P. Martyn, 
of Payne’s Chapel, cried out: 

“Tell them we spit upon theni.’’ 
He.evidently regarded the position of the 
railroad association as a reflection: upon 
the honesty of the ministers, for he was 
clearly out of temper about it. 

Rev. 8S. B.. Ledbetter backed up Rev. 
Martyn by suggesting that a contribution 
be raised to pay the full fares of ministers 
who were unable to pay for their trips to 
Dalton, rather than sign such an agree- 
ment. He volunteered a subscription of $5 
to such a fund. 

Others ministers present did not think 
Mr. Richardson had intended to cast any 
slur upon the ‘honesty of the preachers, 
and they suggested that such a guarantee 
was required of all organizations when a 


‘cheap rate was put on, and that no reflec- 


tion whatever was intended against the 
ministers. 

To see if this was the case or not a com- 
mittee consisting of Dr. Heidt, chairman; 
Dr. I. S. Hopkins and Rev. J. B. Robins 
was appointed to cal] on Mr. Richardson. 

This committee called on Mr. Richardson 
yesterday afternoon and found that the 
agreement the association required the 
vreachers to sign was the same as they 
would‘require any organization of men to 
sign regardless of their profession or busi- 
ness. Mr. Richardson explained that it 
was purely a business contract which the 
roads,had agreed upon as a regulation and 
that the rule could not be abandoned 
for preachers more than it could for other 
classes of citizens. 

The committee was pleased with its in- 
terview with ‘Mr. Richardson and Dr. Hefat 
gave him assurance that he, as secretary 
of the conference, would sigm only such 
certificates as belonged to persons whom 
he Knew to be bona fide attendants at the 
convention. This was all that Mr. Richord- 
son expected of him. The rule is expected

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Murder of Baker Bass, 
DEFENSE WILL CLAIM SUICIDE 


Many Interesting Developments Are 
Expected at the Trial. 


LARGE NUMBER OF WITNESSES WILL TESTIFY 


State Will Endeavor To Fix the Mur- 
der Upon Johnson, Who Now 
Claims He Is Innocent. 


The Baker Bass murder will be investi- 
gated this morning before Judge Spence 
in the criminal court, and C. C. Johnson, 
the negro charged with the crime, will be 
again placed on trial for his life. 

Many witnesses have been sugnmoned to 
appear at the trial today and it is said sev- 
eral sensations will be sprung. 

An effort will doubtless be made to show 
that the merchant whose body was found 
with a bubet hole in it more than a year 
ago Was not murdered. In support of this 
proposition will be given the theory of 
suicide. 

The state, in the mearttime, has not been 
idle in securing evidence, and it is said 
many important witnesses have been se- 
cured. who avill testify that Johnson is the 
.murderer of the man. 

The case was taken up yesterday morn- 
ing, as it had been set for the first case, 
but on account of the temporary illness of. 
Attorney J. E. Robinson, the case was 
carried over until this morning, when it 
was set peremptorily for the first case to 
be taken up after court convenes at 9 
o'clock. 

Johnson was among the prisoners in the 
courtroom yesterday morning, and he ap- 
peared to be totally indifferent as to his 
surroundings. With him was his attorney, 
but Jenkins, whose connection with the 
case has created much comment, was not 
in the courtroom as far as it was known. 

When Johnson was arrested several 
months ago, the detectives claimed that his 
conviction was sure. When his trial was 
reached, the jury was out on the case forty- 
eight hours, and a mistrial was declared 
by Judge Candler. The jury, when polled, 
stood eleven to one for conviction. When 
the fact that a conviction had been so 
narrowly escaped was told the prisoner he 
simply laughed and asked a cigar of one of 
the bailiffs. 

“IT am still innocent,’ said Johnson yes- 
terday, as he grinned. ‘‘They couldn’t con- 
vict me before and I believe I will be ac- 
quitted this time, sure.’’ 

A few weeks ago H. T. Jenkins was ar- 
rested upon the charge of intimidating a 
witness in the Johnson case, and he was 
to have been tried some time ago, but 
Judge Candler continued the case until af- 
ter Johnson was tried. Jenkins denies that 
he endeavored to intimidate the witness, 
Carrie Barnes, and claims that he is in- 
nocent/ 

Startling developments are announced 
by both the state and defense this morn- 
ing in the trial and the result of the inves- 
tigation will be watched with more than 
ordinary interest. 

Colonel T. W. Rucker has been associated 
with Solicitor Hill in the prosecution and 
Attorney Upshaw wili aid the counsel for 
the defense. 


DROVE AWAY WITH BOOTY. 


THEN HOUSTON BURNS DESERT- 
ED HIS VEHICLE. 
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Was Only Looking for Small Game, 
but He Will Answer to Judge 
Berry. 


Houston Burns, alias Will Burns, a. ne- 
gro man, was yesterday bound over to the 
city criminal court by Justice Bloodworth 
on the charge of larceny. The prosecutor 
in the case was Miss Selina Wilkinson, 
who lives at 98 Ivy street.

Since he was first locked up he has been 
allowed the liberty of the corr...ors, and 
his cell was equipped as comfortably as 
possible under the circumstanres. He was 
not even required to eat the prison food, 
his meals being sent in from a restaurant. 

Jailer Eubanks locked McCullough in the 
cell. with Taylor Delk, the notorious out- 
law from Pike county.

Lays Low. and Says Nothing of the 
Seaboard’s Purchase. 
DON’T KNOW WHO BUYERS ARE 


Many Rumors Afloat Concerning the 
Road’s Sale, 


THE BUYERS TOOK OPTION ON STOCK 


Will Look Into the Company’s Affairs 
and See How Its Stockholders 
Have Been Faring. 


General Superintendent V. E. McBee, of 
the Seaboare Air-Line, was here yesterday. 
If he had any inside information about the 
deal that is supposed to have taken place 
or to be in progress he kept it to himself. 
He gave that old stereotyped reply: “All I 
K»ow is what I see in the papers.” 

As heretofore sated in The Constitution, 
the New York parties, headed by Mr. Ryan, 
Mr. Harvey and Mr. Henry Crawford, took 
an option on 6,000 shares of the Seaboard 
and Roanoke stock, and paid a cohsiderable 
sum on the option. They offered a big price 
for the stock if they concluded to buy it, 
but before closing the deal they were to 
have the privilege of looking over the Sea- 
beard system and the books, as their bid 
Was based on certain statements made by 
President Hoffman as to what the Seaboard 
had.been doing in the last year. The finan- 
ciers who were doing the negotiating do not 
buy a cat in a bag without looking at the 
cat. It will be remembered that the Sea- 
board bought the Georgia Southern ind 
Florida once, provided the earnings were a 
certain figure. After the books were exam- 
ined the deal was declared off, the Seabourd 
declining to buy. 

In the present instance it is thought that 
the Ryan syndicate will close the trade af- 
ter the investigation is completed. There is 
still no end of guessing as to whom the syn- 
dicate is buying for. 

That the sale was being planned was 
known to several persens for some time 
prior to the offer which General Gill made 
publicly. The Louisville and Nashville peo- 
ple, that is President Smith and Mr. Bel- 
mont, were on to it long prior to the public 
announcement. Some think that the Sea- 
board will eventually be operated with a 
very close understanding between it and 
the Louisville anc. Nashville. The belief is 
gradually «dissipating that the Seaboard 
will be: operated under the Southern, even 
though both systems were controlled by 
practically the same parties. 

The South Carolina authorities, as pub- 
lished in The Constitution last week, are 
already moving to find out the relations be- 
tween the Southerr end the Seaboard. It 
will be shown that they are entirely dis- 
tinct. For scme time past the Port Royal 
end Augusta and the Port Royal and West- 
ern Carolina havo been giving their busl- 
ness to the Seaboard in preference to the 
Southern, when the latter road could have 
been favored just as well. This would in- 
dicate that Messrs. Thomas ard Ryan pre- 
ferred the Seaboard to the Southern. On 
its face, it certainly indicates that the re- 
lations between Ryan and Thornas and the 
Southern are not those of intimate part- 
ners, but on the other hand it is known that 
the financiers’ named have the closest busi- 
ness relations: with the financial agents of 
the Southern. The South Carolinians have 
been watching for evidence to show that 
the Port Royal and Augusta and the Port 
Royal and Western Carolina are controlled 
by the Southern railway. Close traffic re- 
lations between the roads might be taken 
as evidence. But the Port Royal roads do 
not compete with the Seaboard, and there 
is no constitutional objection to their con- 
solidation. Really the addition of those 
shorter lines would be an advantage to the 
Seaboard, for they would give it an outlet 
to Port Royal and Charleston, and would 
let the system into some fine territory 
which it ean only reach now over connec- 
tions.

His entertainment combines scenic effects, 
terpsichorean speciaities; Japanese jug- 
glery, etc., with sleight-of-hand and higher 
class magic. Bancroft, however. is the lifes 
and soul of the show. He is a master of his 
art, and besidés being a mater, he is an 
inventor, He did humerous acts that have 
never been seen here before. Even in the 
threadbear matter of card tricks he pro- 
duced novelties that were both amusing 
and mystifying. . 

His skull trick is a marvel. A human 
skull one thousand years eld “to Mr. Ban- 
croft’s personal knowledge,”’ is placed upon 
-&@ sheet of glass in such a manner as to 
preclude the possibility of electrical connec- 
tion, or to admit connection with strings 
or wires without the knowledge of the au- 
dience. The skull is then made to do some 
intricate calculations, and anewer questions, 
by rapping with its lower jawbone upon the 
glass.

SAY THEY WILL NOT GIVE IN 


Threaten To Have Bricklayers Called 
Out on Strike. 


WORK ON AUSTELL BUILDING HAMPERED 


Stone Cutters Yesterday—Speak- 
ers Urge All To Stand Firm. 


There is no indication of a let-up in the 
Strike of the stonecutters who were em- 
ployed on the Austell bvilding. 

The strikers held two meetings yesterday 
and determined that they would never give 
in until their demands are complied with. 
The contractors, Messrs. Brisbane & Ram- 
Say, declined to say whether or not they 
would conply with the demand, but the 
supposition is that they will stick it out to 
the bitter end. They have so far made no 
overtures to the strikers, but maintain a 
clam-like silence as to their intentions. 

The first meeting of the strikers was 
held at 9 o'clock yesterday orning at 
Federation hall, No. 62% Peachtree street. 
President Tom Hill was in the chair and 
J. W. Bridwell was elected secretary. 

Among those present were: J. B. Lafitte, 
J. H. Irby, Frank Plantenberg, Tom Hill, 
Drew Hill, Will Wade, M. L. Singleton, 
A. Straub, Tom H. Smith, J. W. Bridwell, 
John McManus, Troy L. McGahee, Frank 
Mackin, J. A. Estes, Fred Fox, L. A. Hol- 
ley, Alex Reeves, Charley Spangler. 

Speeches were made by Frank Planten- 
berg, T. A. Holley, C. H. Spangler and J. 
W. Bridwell. The speeches were of the 
character generally classed as red-hot. The 
action of Contractors Brisbane & Ramsey 
in refusing to pay the prices for stone cut- 


was roundly condemned. Every speaker 
expressed his determination of continuing 
} the strike until the contractors agreed to 
pay union prices. 

At least half of the Atlanta branch of 
the Granite Cutters’ National Union are on 
a strike. There are fifty members of the 
union, The strikers are determined to 
bring the contractors to terms and in case 
they -do not succeed in a few days they 
declared in their speeches that they would 
bring pressure to bear to get every single 
bricklayer, plumber and other workman 
now employed on the Austell building to 
throw up his job and tie up the work en- 
tirely, 


customary for other unions to help strik- 
ing unions out of their difficulties. 

Yesterday the bricklayers were busily en- 
gaged on the Austell building, but the ab- 
sence of the stonecutters was noticeable to 
all who passed. Not a single stonecutter 
appeared around the building. The strikers 
have adopted a rule which makes the ap- 
pearanee of a striker on the scene punisha- 
ble by a fine of $25, unless he goes for his 
pay or to collect his tools. There is 
hardly enough stone left for one day’s more 
work. ! 

The strikers spent a good part of the 
day around Federation hall discussing the 
strike. ‘Theré were no demonstrations of 
any kind and the strikers seem determined 
to conduct themselves with quiet and dig- 
nity. So far no effort has been made to fill 
their places with ‘“scab’’ or non-union 
workmen, If the contractors have attempt- 
ed such a thing they have not succeeded. 

The afternoon meeting of the strikers 
was quite as enthusiastic and determined 
as the morning session. Secretry Bridweil 
reported that the tool sharpeners had 
| joined the strikers and that one additional 
firm of contractors, George Little Co., had 
signed the state bill, which provides that 
the minimum price to be paid stone cutters 
belonging to the union in Georgia was to 
be $2.75 a day. Patterson Bros., contrac- 
tors, have also signed the agreement, but 
' Brisbane & Ramsey, who employed most 
(of the men now on tthe strike, still refuse 
to grant the request for an increase of 
pay. cae 

Walch & McAlpin have also declined to 
taise the pay of their stonecutters. 

Brisbane & Ramsey have been paying 
‘two of their men as much as $3 a day, but 
‘have kept a» number of them at $2 a day, 
‘which raised the row. 

The Granite Cutters National Union every 
‘year agrees on a state bill regulating the 
prices of the members of the union. This 
bill is different in the different states, bé- 
ing governed by circumstances, .. The rate 
fixed for Georgia was $2.75, as the minimum 
price. The contractors of the state were 
requested to sign an agreement to’ pay 
these figures. Many of them agreed to it. 
The contractors on the Austell building 
have persistently refused, it is claimed, 
and the strike was inevitable. 

' The strikers declare that the stonecut- 
ters in Lithonia are paid $2.75 as a mini- 
num price; at Tate, Ga., $4.06; Sparta, $3; 
(*hattanooga, Tenn., $3.50; Knoxville, Tenn., 
$3.15; Athens, Ga., $3; Winder, Ga., $3; Bir- 
mingham, Ala., $3.50. 

‘They claim that their demand is a rea- 
sonable one and that it is only just that 
they receive the price of $2.75 from the con- 
tractors of the Austell building. The above 
prices are for nine hours a day work on 
every day in the week except Saturday, 
when they work only eight hours. 

Arrangements have been made by the 
strikers to pay the transportation of any 
union men who wish to go to neighboring 
cities to secure employment. None of the 
laborers intend to leave Atlanta unless they 
fihd that it is impossible for them to obtain 
$1.75 a day, in which case many have ex- 
ptessed the intention of leaving. 

The strike complications are growing in- 
teresting, It is not improbable that all 
bticklayers on the Austell building will 
g out by Saturday if the present trouble 
is, not settled or compromised.

Lathrop, widow of the distinguished lHttera- 
teur, who has gone to live in a tenement 
and succor her cancer-stricken fellow creat- 
ures, 

Mrs. Lathrop is the daughter of Nathaniel 
Hawthorne, and it goes without saying that 
her life has been one of the utmost refine- 
ment and comfort: She goes to the work 
With a hear¢ full ,of love. and conviction, 


and regards it from the standpoint of a sur- 


geor and a sister of charity. 

“She has not,” says a recent writer, 
“made her home in a ténement in order to 
distribute alms. Her own firm hands will 
apply washes and bandages, and while she 
labors to mend the body she will endeavor 
to diffuse cheerfulness and faith. 

“She felt, nearly three years aga, an im- 
pulse to aid the poor who were incurably 
afflicted, and for whom the hospital system, 
extensive as it is, cannot adequately pro- 
vide. She thought long and prayerfully 
about the matter, with the result that she 
hired three little rooms in the house at No. 
1 Scammel street ten days ago, and made 
them her home. 

The, Work Inspired. 

"I felt that it was an inspiration or a 
Great mistake to attempt what I have in 
mind,’ she said to me in speaking of her 
work. ‘So far, at least, I have had po ex- 
— that leads me to believe it is a mis- 
take.’ 

‘Those who have heard her talk of her 
plans and who have seen what a brave be- 

inning she has made—it is brave indeed— 
feel as she does, tha there has been no mis- 
take. 

“Mrs. Lathrop has made every sacrifice, 
and has found that none was too great to 
turn her back after she had set her hand 
to the plow. She became a nurse in the 
New York cancer hospital last spring and 
spent three months there, caring for even 
the most’ hopeless cases. Only a strong- 
minded woman who is tender, too, could 
do what she has done, 

“The nurse in the long watches cf the 
night sees death come often, and it is she 
who prepares the worn-out body for burial. 
Ie her plans for the future Mrs. Lathrop 
has avoided no task that falls to the lot of a 
nurse in a hospital for incurables, and she 
has added duties which such a nurse es- 
cepes. 

‘‘The house in Scammell street is very old, 
and-its poor tenants have been succeeded, 
year after year, by those who were poorer. 
There is one advantage from a sanitary 
point of view—the air in the street is goud, 
and as East Broadway joins Grand street 
near at hand, and there is a glimpse of the 
East River to be had to the southeast, there 
is considerable open space about ani the lo- 
eafion is not altogether bad. One searches 
in vain for other advantages unless it be 
that, living in such a place, this woman, 
whose name is already repeated with grati- 


tude, will find it easier to get into touch 


with those whom she aims to reach. 

“Mrs. Lathrop speaks enthusiastically of 
her work and one cannot doubt that her 
soul is in it. “ 

‘‘*What do I do?’ she says, repeating a 
question. ‘Well, first of all, I live here all 
together. Of my daily life I will say that I 


‘rise betimes, go to early mass and return to 


breakfast. I attend the Church of St. Rose 
of Lima, in Cannon street, a lovely place of 
worship. She was a wonderful saint, you 
know. 

‘“*The mornings I devote to going about 
looking up cases of which I learn. I shall 
go out only in the mornings. When I do so 
I take my medicine basket along. Here it ia, 
filled, as you see, with the necessary medi- 
cines, which I have learned how to use. The 
work of making dressings°and giving the 
medicine is not so difficult to master. 

** ‘Oh, I have already been very fortunate. 
There is a physician in the neighborhood 
who has a drug store. He was formerly in 
Gouverneur hospital, and has treated many 
cases of cancer. He has offered to seil 
whatever medicines I require at wholesale 
prices, which terms are ever so much bet- 
ter than even the cancer hospital has been 
able to secure. He not only will do that, 
but he has volunteered his services in case 
I need a physician in haste for any one who 
is very ill or is dying. I cannot tell how 
grateful I am. 

“*l have @ patient in this very house al- 
ready—a little boy. It is a great satisfac- 
tion to have found something useful to do 
I visited a woman who is suffer- 
ing from cancer this morning. A friend of 
mine told me of the case. I found that the 
woman had a regular physician, and so, of 
course, I could not ask her to.accept my 
aid without his censent. That may be se-
